Miss "Watson, a rtate 
ibrarian was also present at the 
meeting and offered the benefit of her 
views on the library proposition.

"Adequate Insurance ought to cover 
all the principal hazards Any policy 
that left particular hazards uncover- 
ed might leave the insured perioi 
worse off, since if he lost a crop bj 
a hazard for which no provision had 
been made his loss would be increas- 
ed by the sum he had paid In pre- 
nilmums. In the opinion of Depart' 
ment officials, a farmer ought to be 
able to get all necessary coverage on 
a single policy, 
giving 
protection 
against damage from deficient or ex- 
cessive moisture, plant pests, storms 
and frost, hail and hot winds, anil 
from all other dangers. They hold. In 
fact, that the policy should cover 
damage from any cause, except jthe 
negligence of the farmer, when "the 
damage la so severe as to bring the 
crop yield materially below the In- 
vestment In the crop."

At that, though, 
we're stay-at-homes compared with 
our descendants who will hop into 
their airplanes and take week-end 
journeys to the far corners of the 
earth. By stretching the imagination 
a trifle, we can picture future picnics 
scheduled for 1000 or more miles 
away. 
How long until we weary of 


earth travel and head our planes out 
in space to the other planets and the 
moon?
